next twenty years. Already it is on 
the run, as indicated by many com­ 
parisons. 
Ten years ago the number of 
chest operations for TB was 1,200. 
Last year it was only eighty-six. 
Saranac had 1,700 patients in 165 
sanitoriums shortly after the last 
war. Today it has fifty-seven pa­ 
tients, some of whom are remaining 
there simply to live out their old 
age. They refuse discharge. And 
only eleven sanitoriums are in use. 
The Adirondacks are looking to 
recreation in place of sanitoriums 
for their future. 
At the turn of the century the 
number of deaths caused by this 
disease was two hundred for every 
100,000 people. Today it is 7.8 per 
100,000. It should be 0.3 per 100,000 
by 1975. 
But don’t go to sleep. This kind 
of news can be dangerous. It will 
require an alert public to complete 
the defeat of this disease which to­ 
day has a quarter of a million active 
cases and another 800,000 poten­ 
tials. New drugs and medical ad­ 
vances can not win without periodic 
examinations of the individual.

WARREN COUNTY PLANNING 
Many residents of Warren county 
are concerned about their property 
values and the future of their im­ 
mediate area. So much so that some 
are considering the employment of 
planning experts to help zone their 
townships. 
At die same time Warren county 
generally is faced with the same 
problem. This is especially so in 
the area which will be affected im­ 
mediately by the construction of the 
Kinzua Complanter Allegheny river 
dam. If nothing is done to control 
the use of the land on the west side 
of the lake, and to make proposals 
concerning how the government is 
to utilize that on the east side of 
the big pond, our entire county will 
be adversely affected. 
Because of these and many other 
obvious benefits to be gained through 
long 
range 
planning, the W'arren 
county commissioners haveappoint- 
ed a Warren County Planning Com­ 
mission. Last Friday this group held 
its 
first workshop, with Prof. I. 
Stollrnan, of Ohio State University, 
as speaker. 
Mr. Stollrnan revealed that this 
kind of planning now is so popular 
throughout the nation that authori­ 
ties 
on 
the 
subject are in such 
great demand diey are difficult to 
employ. The advantages have be­ 
come 
so 
apparent that all alert 
areas are rushing to prevent the 
misuse of their land and commun­ 
ities. 
Many are too late, and the result­ 
ant difficulties are compounded by 
the lack of planning before expansion 
began and by the hodgepodge devel­ 
opment which has tangled current 
efforts. In this respect Warren coun­ 
ty is extremely fortunate. Most of 
its acres still are virgin territory, 
which can be planned for any use de­ 
sired, or for which they are best 
suited. 
Prof. 
Stollrnan advised against 
spending 
either too little or too 
much for this kind of work. The 
principal 
need is 
basic planning 
which will assure wise expansion 
and the proper placement of facili­ 
ties, 
industry, 
homes, 
s t o r e s , 
farms, and some which may not oc­ 
cur to laymen.

Obviously a two-prongedapproach 
is required. Inasmuch as we a l­ 
ready are faced with some deci­ 
sions, the planning must be more 
than a long-range effort. Though 
we must look far ahead and must 
prepare a flexible course to follow, 
we also must be acting immediately 
in those areas where the situation 
already is acute. 


At least two we can name are 
Conewango twp. and the previously 
mentioned Kinzua area. And there 
are others 
which 
are expanding 
rapidly. 
Some kind of control to 
give the residents tile opportunity 
to protect their property values and 
at the same time allow' for intelli­ 
gent expansion along the various 
lines wanted is needed soon. 
This has been described as put­ 
ting out local fires while preparing 
the long range plan. It actually is a 
need that can be considered critical 
for all of the county. What will be 
done in the various areas facedwith 
these problems will affect every 
resident in this political subdivision. 


In a previous column we discussed 
the effect the big dam can have on 
our economy. We urged immediate 
action so that Warren county would 
enjoy the most lucrative kind of 
tourist trade, 
which in our . mind 
consists of the better class of vis­ 
itors. This we can do by zoning 
our future lake banks and the land 
bordering them. Second-rate shan­ 
ties should not be tolerated, and 
there are other uses which should 
be prohibited. 


Prof. Stollrnan 
pointed 
up one 
angle to which we believe many gov­ 
erning groups could lend some a t­ 
tention with constructive results. He 
said that men elected or chosen to 
lead should do so. The average citi­ 
zen lacks the time to make a study 
of every problem facing his area or 
community and it is the responsibil­ 
ity of leaders to do just that. Inform 
themselves . . . . and lead. 
It requires courage many times 
to take progressive steps. And there 
is little use taking any step unless 
you do it with full stride so that it 
has a chance to get somewhere. 
Too many are little but footsy feel­ 
ers that can’t be classified even as 
anemic shuffles. 
An elected official who is con­ 
vinced that a decision is right is a 
poor example of democratic official­ 
dom if he isn’t willing to make an 
adequate effort and face the wrath 
of the always-present fuddy-duddies 
whose major pastime is the appli­ 
cation of blindfolds. Though it often 
requires a few years to prove a 
point through experience, the con­ 
stituents are the eventual benefi­ 
ciaries, if the leader who' recog­ 
nizes what is right acts accordingly. 
Such are few in number, and the 
buck is easily passed. 
* 
It is ridiculous for the several 
townships to set up separate plans 
for land use. It is more economical 
for all to join in a common effort. 
Thus there will be agreements con­ 
cerning bordering land, andall bene­ 
fits are relative in a countyas small 
as ours.

RADIO LOSES LISTENERS 
Proof that even in this fringe area 
radio has lost its audience to tele­ 
vision was found in the recent W ar­ 
ren flood emergency. Every person 
whose 
plumbing was lost in the 
freeze which followed the highwater 
apparently did not hear the radio. 
Constant warnings were broadcast, 
telling homeowners to shut off their 
water at the m eter and drain the 
pipes. Few did so and the plumbers 
are having a big season in the low­ 
lands. Asked why they didn’t take the 


safety step, several told us they 
never have the r a d i o on, except when 
the news is broadcast. 
Though we are competitors with 
radio for advertising dollars, w eare 
not attempting to reveal its weak­ 
ness through this publicity. Our 
thought is that r a d i o deserves better 
than this. And there should be some 
way during m ajor emergencies to 
let die public know. 
If an emergency exists we sug­ 
gest television stations which reach 
the affected area should be ordered 
to include in their station break an­ 
nouncements the recommendation 
that residents of the stricken sec­ 
tion turn on their radios immed­ 
iately. It might be well to make it a 
Conelrad type of break on a local 
level.

It will offer its sup­ 
port to the various levels of govern­ 
ment and will plan a series of meet­ 
ings with same in its program.

The calling of an ecumenical coun­ 
cil by Pope John XXIII suggests to 
us that many people may wonder 
how the date for Easter was deter­ 
mined. 
To make it very simple, 
Easter each year falls on the Sun­ 
day that follows the first full moon 
which comes after March 21. Thus 
the first date possible is March 22 
and the latest is April 25. 
This 
year it is March 29. 
Ash Wednesday starts the Lenten 
season and is forty days previous 
to 
Easter, 
not counting Sundays. 
This is next Wednsday, February 


ll. 
And so we get back to ecumeni­ 
cal councils, one of which in 325 
A.D., held in Nicea, drew up the 
Nicene Creed and decided how E as­ 
ter would be dated. 
It is believed 
the importance of moonlight in the 
travels of those early days was in­ 
volved in the selection. 
Now, o v 
e r 1600 years later, anoth­ 
er council is being called, the 21st 
of its kind, with the hope that a way 
to accomplish the return to the 
"common home" can be found. 
Though the Eastern Orthodox Church 
and leaders of major Protestant 
denominations 
welcome e f f o r t s 
which will bring Christians closer 
together, it is unlikely that 
a re ­ 
turn to Rome" will appeal to most 
of the 210 million descendents of 
those who followed Martin Luther 
in his sixteenth century objections. 
The persecution of Eastern Orth­ 
odox Church clergy in communist 
countries causes some to hope that 
a joining of forces will appeal to 
the 130 million Orthodox m em bers. 
They have a Patriarch of Constan­ 
tinople whom they consider their 
head, but only on an equal basis 
with a dozen others.

stand why the two stations think 
their viewers can sit wide awake 
through 
another 
performance of 
sleepy “ Old Rip’ . 
If they must borrow from At*-, 
then why not make it a choice of 
one of that network’s better pro­ 
grams and at a time when it won t 
be necessary to sacrifice good NBC 
shows. If finances are involved, the 
sponsors will get a poor return 
on their investment as most sets 
will be switched to a competitive 
network or viewers will elect to 
take that Sunday afternoon snooze. 
We do have a choice, after all.

Sleeping Beauty in a Trailer 


“The Peter Tschaikowsky Story’* 
on A .B .C .V ’WaltDisneyPresents” 
the other night followed the classic 
outlines of composer biography, a 
rather special form of drama much 
loved by the movies. There was the 
boy tossing and turning and mut­ 
tering: 
“ The musicl 
The musicl 
It won’t let me sleepl” 
So die 
nurse comes in and comforts die 
little boy with a story: 
“ Here is a story you have not 
heard — ‘The Sleeping Beauty,’*' 
she says and reads it to him, as 
the pulsating music Tschaikowsky 
wrote for his ballet “The Sleep­ 
ing Beauty” begins to clear its 
throat in the background. There 
is something intrinsically ridicu­ 
lous about a composer sitting down 
and playing around with a piece of 
music that is already as familiar 
as most of Tschaikowsky’s is. 


* * * 
The Disney people avoided this 
trap but they couldn’t avoid them 
all. 
The meeting with Rubinstein, 
for example, and the great pianist 
snorting: 
“ Bread? 
Did Bach, 
Mozart and Beethoven worry about 
bread?” 
I imagine they all did. 
Then, when his girl marries some­ 
one else, the vow never to write 
another note. 
Later, his “ Swan 
Lake” is murdered by the critics, 
those boors, a fate that overtakes 
every composer whose life was 
made into a film. 
Still, while the acting and writ­ 
ing were rudimentary, the music 
was glorious and that alone made 
the show worth listening to. 
Walt 
Disney, as his own emcee, intro­ 
duced stereophonic sound to tele­ 
vision by advising people to turn 
on ABC radio with their television. 
I did just that and I must say the 
sterephonic sound was great. 
We 
must do this more often. 
An attempt to bring wide screen 
to TV, however, was just a little 
absurd. 
You can’t make a twenty- 
one inch screen any wider. 
What 
the Disney people did was cut the 
top and bottom off die picture as 
they showed bits of the Disney 
picture “ Sleeping Beauty.” I guess 
we’re never going to get Cinema­ 
scope on television yntil they in­ 
vent a new kind of picture tube. 
As you’ve guessed, the Tschai­ 
kowsky story was just a big trail­ 
er for one of Mr. Disney’s feature 
pictures, “ Sleeping Beauty,” and 
you’ll have to pay money to see 
that in the theaters. 
From the 
beginning, Disney has used tele­ 
vision as a big come-on for his 
pictures and I’m awed by his abili­ 
ty to make a good show out of a 
trailer. 
At the end of this movie 
trailer, he appended a trailer for 
next week’s Disney show, one trail­ 
er providing a trailer for another. 
There’s no end to it. 


♦ ♦ * 
Sunday was our day for a low 
bow to the folk arts of other lands. 
On CBS, that great art-lover Ed 
Sullivan ran a kinescope of those 
superb folk dancers, the Moiseyev, 
with their wildly exuberant and ex­ 
plosively energetic dances. 
This 
just gets to be a greater treat the 
more often you see it. 
I’ve now 
seen the Moiseyev three times and 
I’d just as soon see it all over again 
if Mr. Sullivan has the rights. 
These kind of dance shows ought 
to be repeated on television and I’m 
very happy the Fred Astaire show 
is going to be with us again (NBC, 
Feb. lith, 10-11 p.m.). 
The other folk outpouring, if you 
can call 4t that, was on the Chevy 
show, presided over by Shirley Mac- 
Laine, that magnificently impish and 
talented young lady. 
The Chevy 
people, in a burst of genius, im­ 
ported a planeload of show business 
talents from Japan and put on an 
all-Japanese show in color. I heart­ 
ily approve this sort of international 
cross-pollination and I think tele­ 
vision should do more of it. 
Our own exuberant folk arts have 
spilled over into foreign lands so 
why shouldn’t we welcome those of 
other people’s?
